Anthony Quinn 














Onlookers in Miami Beach were en- 
thralled recently when they saw actor 
Anthony Quinn pick up a garbage can 
and hurl it violently through the glass 
door of a telephone booth and, later, 
when he shattered the glass of another 
curbside phone booth with the tele- 
phone receiver. 

This was the Anthony Quinn they 
knew and recognized from the screen, 
the rough, tough he-man of more than 
a hundred films. 


Quinn’s display of violence, however, 
was for the new Columbia Pictures- 
Sam Spiegel presentation, “The Hap- 
pening, at-the= a... Theatre in Tech- 
nicolor. Starred with Quinn in the 
action-drama directed by Elliot Sil- 
verstein and produced by Jud Kinberg 
are Michael Parks, George Maharis, 
Robert Walker, Martha Hyer and Faye 
Dunaway. Oscar Homolka, Jack Krus- 
chen and Milton Berle as Fred are co- 
starred. Quinn plays a Miami Beach 
mobster involved in a $3,000,000 caper 
which boomerang's when he takes over 
the operation and the youngsters 
handling: it. 

Quinn’s on-screen violence in “The 
Happening” was in direct contrast to 
his off-stage gentleness.

—of which he has won two—but which 
he does not regard as a true criterion 
of fine acting. “Competitive acting has 
never interested me. With me the story 
comes first. 

“That is the only criterion — how 
good a job the actor does, not what 
he is. Take the great composer, Wag- 
ner. In private life he was cruel, sadis- 
tic, a petty tyrant. But you don’t think 
of that when you hear his music. Many 
of the world’s greatest writers and 
artists, in private life, were monsters. 
But we don’t judge them by what they 
were, but by what they accomplished. 
A man should be judged by his work.” 

Quinn has equally strong views on 
directors. 

“The actor,” he expounds, “is like a 
horse. The moment the jockey—in this 
case the director—is on your back 


, 


you know from the way he handles you 
if you’re going to run a good race, 
or a bad race.” 

In the case of “The Happening” 
Quinn soon discovered that he was 
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happy with his “jockey,” director Elli- 
ot Silverstein. He rehearsed the first 
scene. Then it was filmed. Quinn went 
to the side-lines, face beaming, and 
crew members heard him mutter, “This 
is it!” 

Silverstein, apparently, had passed 
the test, and would not fall into that 
eategory of certain film directors 
whom Quinn declares “should be di- 
recting traffic!’ Silverstein, inciden- 
tally, was the director of “Cat Ballou” 
and Kinberg, co-producer of “The Col- 
lector.”

To cue actors and aid visible reac- 
tion to telephone conversations in the 
Columbia Pictures-Sam Spiegel pre- 
sentation, “The Happening,” director 
Elliot Silverstein instituted a unique 
system of pre-recording when the.... 
Theatre attraction, in Technicolor, was 
filming on location in Miami Beach. 
Where normal procedure is to film each 
end of a phone conversation separate- 
ly, with the script supervisor reading 
“off-stage” lines, Silverstein pre- 
recorded one side of phone conversa- 
tions with star Anthony Quinn. 

This half of the dialogue was trans- 
ferred to quarter-inch tape, synchron- 
ized electronically, and fed into a regu- 
lar telephone receiver from a nearby 
sound truck. When the scene was 
filmed, showing Martha Hyer talking 
to Quinn, the actress merely lifted the 
receiver to activate the system, talking 
to and reacting to Quinn’s actual voice.

George Maharis and Elliot Silver- 
stein, respectively, star and sometime 
director of the popular TV series, 
“Route 66,” have joined forces again 
for the Columbia Pictures-Sam Spiegel 
presentation, “The Happening,” now 
Agathe: gs.

Maharis broke into show business 
as a singer. He has appeared as vocal- 
ist with several bands, and with a trio 
touring the concert and supper circuit.

His first break as an actor came 
with Wally Cox on the “Mr. Peepers” 
TV show, and a growing list of TV 
appearances won him increasing rec- 
ognition.

They broke every piece 
of furniture, statuary, glassware, 
paintings and lamps, even down to the 
last ceramic ash-tray, in an orgy of 
house-wrecking that, like the film it- 
self, is both high comedy and deep 
emotion. 








Rhythmic Capers 


Action scenes on the screen, normal- 
ly noted for grunts and groans, now 
have a new element—rhythm. Origina- 
tor of this new technique is one of 
Hollywood’s brightest young men, 
Elliot Silverstein, director of the Co- 
lumbia Pictures-Sam Spiegel presenta- 
tion, “The Happening,” filmed on loca- 
tion in Miami Beach and now starring 
Anthony Quinn in Technicolor at the 
arent eee Theatre. 


In the “silent” film days, it was 
fairly common practice to have muted 
violins playing dreamy, inspirational 
music before a romantic scene. Now, 
Silverstein has adopted, and adapted, 
that idea, using a lively, bouncy tune, 
played off-stage, to give “rhythm” and 
“flow” to scenes which already have 
the vitality and impact of action. 

“The Happening” centers around 
Anthony Quinn, a Miami Beach mob- 
ster, who engineers a $3,000,000 caper 
with the help of four young partners- 
in-crime. The four are played by George 
Maharis, Michael Parks, Robert Walker 
and newcomer Faye Dunaway. Martha 
Hyer also stars, with Oscar Homolka, 
Jack Kruschen and Milton Berle as 
Fred co-starred. 

In several key sequences, Silverstein 
rehearsed the cast to a toe-tapping, 
finger-snapping, shoulder-shrugging 
recording. And, as most of the action 
scenes by their very nature carried no 
dialogue, Silverstein was able to film 
while the pace-setting music was being 
played off-stage, to achieve a flow 
and tempo in scenes which, by their 
content, have a violent jumpiness. 


Silverstein’s off-beat approach to the 
western comedy hit, “Cat Ballou,” 
which won Lee Marvin his Academy 
Award, was praised by audiences who 
may not even have been aware that 
all the editing, the cuts, the fadeouts 
and dissolves of the film came with a 
timed regularity, like one wave follow- 
ing inexorably after another. En pas- 
sant, it should be noted, Silverstein did 
not rehearse that horse to music. 


Additional rhythm, moreover, was 
injected into “The Happening” in 
scenes which were carefully plotted by 
Silverstein, and producer Jud Kinberg, 
one of the producers of “The Collec- 
tor.”
